WAC 388-71-0701 What definitions apply to WAC 
388-71-0702 through 388-71-0776? The following defini- 
tions apply to WAC 388-71-0702 through 388-7 1-0776: 

(1) "Abuse" means the willful action or inaction that 
inflicts injury, unreasonable confinement, intimidation, or 
punishment of a vulnerable adult. 

(a) In instances of abuse of a vulnerable adult who is 
unable to express or demonstrate physical harm, pain, or 
mental anguish, the abuse is presumed to cause physical 
harm, pain, or mental anguish. 

(b) Abuse includes sexual abuse, mental abuse, physical 
abuse, personal exploitation of a vulnerable adult, and 
improper use of a restraint against a vulnerable adult, which 
have the following meanings: 

(i) "Sexual abuse" means any form of nonconsensual 
sexual conduct, including but not limited to unwanted or 
inappropriate touching, rape, sodomy, sexual coercion, sexu- 
ally explicit photographing, and sexual harassment. Sexual 
contact may include interactions that do not involve touching, 
including but not limited to sending a client sexually explicit 
messages, or cuing or encouraging a client to perform sexual 
acts. Sexual abuse also includes any sexual conduct between 
a staff person, who is not also a client, with a client, of a cen- 
ter. 

(ii) "Physical abuse" means the willful action of inflict- 
ing bodily injury or physical mistreatment. Physical abuse 
includes, but is not limited to, striking with or without an 
object, slapping, pinching, choking, kicking, shoving, prod- 
ding, or use of chemical or physical restraints unless the 
restraints are consistent with licensing requirements, and 
includes restraints that are otherwise being used inappropri- 
ately. 

(iii) "Mental abuse" means a willful verbal or nonverbal 
action that threatens, humiliates, harasses, coerces, intimi- 
dates, isolates, unreasonably confines, or punishes a vulnera- 
ble adult. Mental abuse may include ridiculing, yelling or 
swearing. 

(iv) "Exploitation" means an act of forcing, compelling, 
or exerting undue influence over a vulnerable adult causing 
the vulnerable adult to act in a way that is inconsistent with 
relevant past behavior, or causing the vulnerable adult to per- 
form services for the benefit of another. 

(2) "Adult day care" or "ADC" means a supervised day- 
time program that provides services under WAC 388-71- 
0704 for clients who meet the eligibility requirements in 
WAC 388-71-0708. 

(3) "Adult day center" means an adult day care or adult 
day health center. 

(4) "Adult day health" or "ADH" means a supervised 
daytime program that provides ADC services under WAC 
388-71-0704 and skilled services under WAC 388-71-0706 
for clients who meet the eligibility requirements in WAC 
388-71-0710. 
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(5) "Adult day services" is a generic term that refers to 
adult day care and adult day health services. 

(6) "Authorizing practitioner" means a physician, oste- 
opath, nurse practitioner, or physician assistant who has the 
licensed ability to write medical orders for skilled care and 
interventions that require a practitioner order. 

(7) "Chemical restraint" means the administration of 
any drug to manage a vulnerable adult's behavior in a way 
that reduces the safety risk to the vulnerable adult or others, 
has a temporary effect of restricting the vulnerable adult's 
freedom of movement, and is not standard treatment for the 
vulnerable adult's medical or psychiatric condition. 

(8) "Chronic-care management" means regular moni- 
toring of the client's chronic health condition, training the cli- 
ent and caregiver, providing treatments or interventions when 
warranted and regular communication with primary care 
practitioners and caregivers to help implement and keep cur- 
rent the clinical care plan while ensuring the treatments have 
the intended effect of improving health, maintaining health, 
or slowing declining health when the diagnosis is a nonre- 
versible condition. 

(9) "Client" or "participant" means a person who 
receives services at an adult day center. 

(10) "Department service plan" means a client's com- 
prehensive assessment reporting evaluation (CARE) assess- 
ment including personal care and skilled care needs. 

(11) "Direct care staff" are staff in an adult day center 
that interact with participants by providing care, services, and 
guidance. 

(12) "The discharge plan" is a plan that outlines spe- 
cific measurable goals expected to occur due to individual- 
ized treatments provided to a participant, indicating dis- 
charge is appropriate. This plan is developed and addressed 
on the participant's ADC and ADH negotiated care plan and 
is updated with each significant change of condition or when 
the client partially or completely meets the expected measur- 
able goal(s). Planned discharge outcomes reflect the end of 
treatment because the client meets the measurable outcomes 
or he or she is unable to participate in or benefit from treat- 
ment. 

(13) "Involuntary seclusion" means the involuntary 
confinement of a client to a room or area where the client is 
physically prevented from leaving. 

(14) "Medical device" means any piece of medical 
equipment used to treat a client's assessed need. A medical 
device is not always a restraint and should not be used as a 
restraint, unless assessed and approved by a physician or pri- 
mary care provider. Some medical devices have considerable 
safety risks associated with use. Examples of medical devices 
with known safety risks may be, but are not limited to transfer 
poles, posey or lap belts, and side rails. 

(15) "Maintenance" is continuing clinically appropriate 
skilled services that are justified as reasonable, necessary, 
and appropriate to sustain minimal loss of function. Mainte- 
nance interventions have discharge measurable goals that 
outline when maintenance skilled services are no longer ben- 
eficial. 

(16) "Medically necessary" means the service is reason- 
ably calculated to prevent, diagnose, correct, cure, alleviate, 
or prevent worsening of conditions in the client that endan- 
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gers life, causes suffering or pain, results in an illness or 
infirmity, threatens to cause or aggravate a disability, or 
causes physical deformity or malfunction. 

(17) "Negotiated care plan" means a client centered, 
goal specific service plan that outlines the specific needs of 
the client, contains measurable, achievable, and realistic 
goals for the client, states how the adult day center will meet 
the assessed and agreed upon needs, when the assessed and 
agreed upon needs will be met, and by what discipline the 
assessed and agreed upon needs will be met. 

(18) "Physical restraint" means the application of phys- 
ical force without the use of any device, for the purpose of 
restraining the free movement of a vulnerable adult's body. 
"Physical restraint" does not include briefly holding, without 
undue force, a vulnerable adult in order to calm or comfort 
him or her, or holding a vulnerable adults hand to safely 
escort him or her from one area to another. 

(19) "Preliminary service plan" means the initial 
intake, evaluation, and preliminary care plan including the 
client's strengths, deficits, and potential needs. The adult day 
center must determine based on the preliminary service plan 
whether they can meet those needs and accept the client into 
the adult day program. 

(20) "Rehabilitative service" means a service provided 
using applicable physical therapy, occupational therapy, or 
speech therapy standards of practice and is considered medi- 
cally necessary if the type, amount, and duration of service 
outlined in the plan of care increases the likelihood of meet- 
ing one or more of the following goals: Improve function, 
minimize loss of function, improve cognition or minimize 
loss of cognition, or decrease risk of injury and disease. 

(21) "Significant change" means: 

(a) A lasting change, decline, or improvement in the cli- 
ent's baseline physical, mental, or psychosocial status; 

(b) The change is significant enough so that the current 
assessment or negotiated care plan does not reflect the client's 
current status; and 


(c) A new assessment may be needed when the client's 
condition does not return to baseline within a two week 
period of time. 


(22) "Skilled nursing services" means services that are 
reasonable and necessary for the treatment of a client's illness 
or injury and are consistent with the unique nature and sever- 
ity of the client's illness or injury, his or her particular medi- 
cal needs, and accepted standards of medical and nursing 
practices, including WAC 246-840-700, without regard to 
whether the illness or injury is acute, chronic, terminal, or 
expected to last for a significant amount of time. 

(23) "Specific goals" mean expected outcomes individu- 
alized to the client's need(s) that stipulate the measurable, 
detailed, and expected progress the client may make while 
receiving the service. The specific goals address the who, 
what, when, why, and how of the expected final outcome. If 
a client's specific goal is to prevent a decline in his or her con- 
dition, the goal must have measurable outcomes that identify 
the intervention to prevent the decline and how to measure 
this prevention. If you cannot measure the expected outcome 
of the clinical intervention then you are not preventing a 
decline.

Purpose of the Proposal and Its Anticipated Effects, 
Including Any Changes in Existing Rules: The purpose of the 
tule changes is to streamline and clarify rules concerning the 
transport of coastal Dungeness crab gear from another state in 
order to improve efficiency for stakeholders and regulatory 
enforcement. In addition, the rule changes are needed to pro- 
vide a broader application of the electronic fish ticket pro- 
gram. 

Changes to coastal commercial Dungeness crab regula- 
tions are needed to revise the structure of the replacement 
buoy tag program and provide a mechanism for commercial 
Dungeness crab fishermen to lawfully transport commercial 
crab pots through Washington waters that have buoy tags 
issued by another state. 

WAC 220-340-430, buoy tags are used to enforce pot 
limit regulations. These changes would reduce the number of 
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replacement buoy tags that are available to licensed crab fish- 
ermen and shorten the period when replacement tags are 
available. Replacement buoy tags are available to each 
coastal Dungeness crab license holder on an as needed basis 
to replace tags that may have been lost during the season. A 
historical review of replacement issuance shows that very 
few anglers use replacement tags during the commercial sea- 
son however, when pots or buoys with their associated tags 
are lost, this program allows commercial fishermen to con- 
tinue to fish with their specified amount of gear. The replace- 
ment tag program can be a means for exceeding the pot limit 
if a vessel operator uses replacement tags in addition to their 
full buoy tag allotment rather than as a replacement tool, cre- 
ating issues with the ability of enforcement staff to insure that 
pot limits are not exceeded. Reducing the time period when 
replacement tags are available during the season and the 
number that are available to each license holder will not only 
streamline the program but also improve enforceability of the 
pot limit. 

WAC 220-340-440, under current regulations, it is 
unlawful to have crab pots without buoy tags issued by the 
department. This rule is in place to assure that commercial 
crab gear from another state is not deployed and fished in 
Washington waters. However, the coastal Dungeness crab 
fishery is a coastwide fishery with a significant number of 
Washington licensed fishermen also participating in the com- 
mercial Dungeness crab fishery off Oregon, California and 
even Alaska. The issue is primarily for vessels that fish in 
both Washington and Oregon. In most cases, fishermen can 
transport Oregon gear via trucks to Oregon prior to the open- 
ing of the season. Yet, under certain situations it may be pro- 
hibitive to transport or find sufficient dockside storage in 
Oregon particularly in years when the season has been 
delayed in both Washington and Oregon for a significant 
period of time. To address these situations, we are revising 
the regulations to allow gear transport through Washington 
waters when the vessel operator has received a gear transport 
permit issued by WDFW. The permit will allow transport 
during a short time period (three days) and require specific 
information including the location where the non-Washing- 
ton gear has been deployed. These changes will address diffi- 
culties with gear transport for fishermen that participate in 
the commercial crab fishery across state boundaries and will 
improve enforceability of crab pot limits. 

Reasons Supporting Proposal: Changes are needed to 
streamline the coastal Dungeness crab replacement buoy tag 
program and allow the transport of commercial crab gear 
through Washington waters on a limit [limited] basis. Both 
measures improve enforceability of the Washington crab pot 
limit program.

to provisions of the permit. Failure to adhere to the provisions 
of the permit is a gross misdemeanor, punishable under RCW

(c) Persons operating under a valid coastal gear transport 
permit as provided in WAC 220-340-440 may possess crab 
pots or buoys bearing the tags issued by another state, pro- 
vided the permittee adheres to provisions of the permit. Fail- 
ure to adhere to the provisions of the permit is a gross misde- 
meanor, punishable under RCW 77.15.750 Unlawful use of a 
department permit—Penalty.

If the 
tag information is illegible, or the tag is lost for any reason, 
the pot is not in compliance with state law. A violation of this 
subsection is punishable under RCW 77.15.520, Commercial 
fishing—Unlawful gear or methods—Penalty. 

(3) Commercial crab fishery buoy tag requirements. 

(a) The department issues crab pot buoy tags to the 
owner of each commercial crab fishery license upon payment 
of an annual buoy tag fee per crab pot buoy tag. Prior to set- 
ting gear, each Puget Sound crab license holder must pur- 
chase 100 tags, and each coastal crab fisher must purchase 
300 or 500 tags, depending on the crab pot limit assigned to 
the license. 

(b) In coastal waters each crab pot must have the depart- 
ment-issued buoy tag securely attached to the first buoy on 
the crab pot buoy line (the buoy closest to the crab pot), and 
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the buoy tag must be attached to the end of the first buoy, at 
the end away from the crab pot buoy line. 

(c) In Puget Sound, all crab buoys must have the depart- 
ment-issued buoy tag attached to the outermost end of the 
buoy line. 

(d) If there is more than one buoy attached to a pot, only 
one buoy tag is required. 

(e) Replacement crab buoy tags. 

(i) Puget Sound: The department only issues additional 
tags to replace lost tags to owners of Puget Sound commer- 
cial crab fishery licenses who obtain, complete, and sign a 
declaration, under penalty of perjury, in the presence of an 
authorized department employee. The declaration must state 
the number of buoy tags lost, the location and date where the 
licensee last observed lost gear or tags, and the presumed 
cause of the loss. 

(ii) Coastal: The department only issues replacement 
buoy tags for the coastal crab fishery ((45-days-afterthe-sea- 
senis-operned)) beginning March 1 and after a signed affida- 
vit is received by an authorized department employee. The 
affidavit must be signed by the primary or alternate operator 
fishing the commercial crab gear and state the number of 
buoy tags lost, the location and date where the licensee last 
observed lost gear or tags, and the presumed cause of the loss.

Sound may be both red and white in color unless a minimum 
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of 30 percent of the surface of each buoy is also prominently 
marked with an additional color or colors other than red or 
white. Red and white colors are reserved for personal use 
crab gear as described in WAC 220-330-020. 

(c) It is unlawful for any coastal Dungeness crab fishery 
license holder to fish for crab unless the license holder has 
registered the buoy brand and buoy color(s) to be used with 
the license. A license holder may register only one unique 
buoy brand and one buoy color scheme with the department 
per license. Persons holding more than one state license must 
register buoy color(s) for each license that are distinctly dif- 
ferent. The buoy color(s) will be shown in a color photo- 
graph.

500, depending on the circumstances of the violation. 

(3) Pot tag or buoy tag tampering. It is unlawful for 
any person to remove, damage, or otherwise tamper with crab 
buoy or pot tags not issued to that person, except: A person 
may possess the buoy tags or pot tags of another when the 
person is operating under a valid coastal gear recovery permit 
or emergency gear recovery permit issued by the department, 
and adheres to the permit's provisions.

WAC 308-20-010 Definitions. (1) "Chemical com- 
pounds formulated for professional use only" are those com- 
pounds containing hazardous chemicals in a form not gener- 
ally sold to the public; including but not limited to, bulk con- 
centrates of permanent wave solution, neutralizers, chemical 
relaxers, oxidizing agents, flammable substances, facial 
creams, or approved chemical compounds. These compounds 
must be designated for use on the hair, face, neck, skin, or 
scalp. 

(2) "Monthly student report" are forms provided by the 
school, approved by the department, preprinted with the 
school name. The report must include the month, year and 
daily activities of the student in each subject, (i.e., number of 
shampoos, haircuts, perms, colors, etc.) within each course 
(i.e., barbering, manicuring, cosmetology, hair design, esthet- 
ics, master esthetics, or instructor-trainee). 

(3) "Completed and graduated" is the completion of the 
school curriculum and the state approved minimum hourly 
course of training. 

(4) "Apprentice salon/shop" is a location certified by the 
Washington state apprenticeship and training ((eemmittee)) 
council, that provides training for individuals accepted into 
the apprenticeship program. Apprentice salon/shops shall not 
receive payment from the apprentice for training. 

(5) "Apprentice trainer" is a person that is currently 
licensed and in good standing. This person provides training 
in a licensed shop approved for the apprenticeship program, 
who must have received journey level training and have held 
a license in the curriculum for which he or she is providing 
training for a minimum of three years. 

(6) "Journey level training" is the completion of three 
years working as a licensed cosmetologist, hair designer, bar- 
ber, manicurist, esthetician, or master esthetician. 
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(7) "Completion of the apprenticeship training" is the 
completion of the apprentice salon/shop curriculum that 
includes the state approved hourly course of training as 
described in WAC 308-20-080. 

(8) "Monthly apprentice report" forms provided by the 
apprentice shop, approved by the department, printed with 
the shop name, for use in recording apprentice training hours 
and activities. 

(9) "Online training" means an approved electronic 
learning environment through a licensed school in which a 
student is enrolled. This training is limited to theory only. 
Online training may be used for up to twenty-five percent of 
the approved course of study. 

(10) "Accreditation" is a status granted to a postsecond- 
ary school by one or more of the accrediting organizations 
recognized and approved by the U.S. Secretary of Education.

(3) For barbering: 

(a) Theory of the practice of barbering services and busi- 
ness practices and basic human anatomy and physiology; 

(b) Shampooing including draping, brushing, scalp 
manipulations, conditioning and rinsing; 

(c) Scalp and hair analysis; 

(d) Hair cutting and trimming including scissors, razor, 
thinning shears and clippers; 

(e) Hair styling, wet, dry and thermal styling and styling 
aids; 

(f) Cutting and trimming of facial hair including shaving, 
beard and mustache design and eyebrow, ear and nose hair 
trimming; 

(g) Artificial hair; 

(h) Cleaning and disinfecting of individual work sta- 
tions, individual equipment and tools and proper use and stor- 
age of linens; 

(i) Diseases and disorders of the skin, scalp and hair; 

(j) Safety including proper use of implements and elec- 
trical appliances; 

(k) First aid as it relates to barbering; and 

(1) Not all training may be on mannequins. 

(4) For manicuring: 
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(a) Theory in the practice of manicuring and pedicuring 
services, business practices and basic human anatomy and 
physiology; 

(b) Artificial nails including silk, linen, fiberglass, 
acrylic, gel, powder, extensions and sculpting, preparation, 
application, finish and removal; 

(c) Cleaning, shaping and polishing of nails of the hands 
and feet and treatment of cuticles; 

(d) Cleaning and disinfecting of individual work station, 
individual equipment and tools and proper use and storage of 
linens; 

(e) Diseases and disorders of the nails of the hands and 
feet; 

(f) Safety including proper use and storage of chemicals, 
implements and electrical appliances; 

(g) First aid as it relates to manicuring and pedicuring; 
and 

(h) Not all training may be on mannequins. 

(5) For esthetics: 

Theory in the practice of esthetics services, business 
practices and basic human anatomy and physiology (750 
hours): 

(a) Care of the skin compresses, massage, facials, wraps, 
masks, exfoliation, use of electrical or mechanical appliances 
or chemical compounds; 

(b) Temporary removal of superfluous hair of the skin by 
means including tweezing, waxing, tape, chemicals, lotions, 
creams, sugaring, threading, mechanical or electrical appara- 
tus and appliances; 

(c) Cleaning and disinfecting of individual work stations, 
individual equipment and tools and proper use and storage of 
linens; 

(d) Diseases and disorders of the skin; 

(e) Safety including proper use and storage of chemicals, 
implements and electrical appliances; 

(f) First aid as it relates to esthetics; and 

(g) Not all training may be on mannequins. 

(6) Master esthetics (450 additional hours): 

Theory in the practice of master esthetics, business prac- 
tices, and basic human anatomy and physiology including all 
of subsection (4) of this section and the following: 

(a) Laser, light frequency, radio frequency, ultrasound, 
and plasma practices; 

(b) Medium depth chemical peels; 

(c) Advanced client assessment, documentation, and 
indications/contraindications; 

(d) Pretreatment and post-treatment procedures; 

(e) Lymphatic drainage and advanced facial massage; 

(f) Advanced diseases and disorders of the skin; and 

(g) Advanced theories; alternative, touch, and spa body 
treatments. 

(h) The use of medical devices during instruction of the 
master esthetics curriculum must comply with state law and 
rules, including any laws that require delegation or supervi- 
sion by a licensed health professional acting within the scope 
of practice of that health professional. A detailed written 
explanation of how the course will be taught must be submit- 
ted and approved by the department. 

(7) Online training curriculums must be approved by the 
department.

WAC 308-20-091 Student credit for training in a 
licensed salon/shop. (1) A maximum ten percent of the total 
curriculum hours required may be earned by a student in a 
licensed salon/shop under a contract approved by the depart- 
ment signed by the student, the school owner, and the 
salon/shop manager. 

(2) A copy of the signed contract shall be kept in the stu- 
dent file, kept on file at the salon shop and given to the stu- 
dent and shall be made available to the department on 
request. 

(3) Only those hours of instruction a student is given 
under the direction of ((aticensed)) an operator licensed in 
the curriculum in which the student is enrolled in the con- 
tracted licensed salon/shop, and in the subjects agreed to in 
the contract shall be credited towards completion of the 
course of study required in RCW 18.16.100. 

(4) Students will not receive any wages or commission 
for hours of credit earned in a salon/shop. 

(5) Salon/shops shall provide weekly reports to the 
school and student with hours the student earned in each area 
of agreed training. 

(6) Weekly reports provided by salon/shops verifying 
hours student earns in salon training must be included in stu- 
dent's records and recorded on student's monthly and final 
reports. 

(7) Licensed operators must be physically present where 
students are training. 

(8) Students in training must wear identification visible 
to the public that states that they are students in training. 

(9) Certified training hours expire three years after the 
last day of attendance. Any hours earned by a student that are 
more than three years old are considered by the department to 
be expired and will not be considered valid towards initial 
licensure. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 13-24-042, 
filed 11/26/13, effective 1/1/14) 


WAC 308-20-101 Apprentice credit for training in 
an approved apprentice salon/shop. (1) A minimum of one 
trainer per apprentice is required. 

(2) Only those hours of theory instruction given under 
the direction of an instructor licensed under chapter 18.16 
RCW shall be credited towards completion of the apprentice 
curriculum requirements for theory hours. Cosmetologist, 
hair design, barber, manicurist ((and)), esthetician and master 
esthetician theory hours must be taught in a classroom setting 
under the ((direet)) supervision of an instructor licensed in 
the curriculum for which he or she is providing theory 
instruction. 

(3) With the exception of theory hours, only those hours 
of instruction an apprentice is given under the direction of an 
apprentice trainer as defined in WAC 308-20-010 and in the 
standards developed by the apprenticeship program shall be 
credited toward completion of the apprenticeship training. 

(4) When all of the apprenticeship program requirements 
have been met by the apprentice and within thirty days of an 
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apprentice's completed training, the committee shall provide 
to the apprentice a copy of the apprentice's final report. 

(5) An apprentice may transfer between shops only when 
the Washington state apprenticeship council or the Washing- 
ton state department of labor and industries approves the 
transfer. 

(6) Apprentice trainers and instructors must be physi- 
cally present where apprentices are receiving practical train- 
ing. 

(7) Certified training hours expire three years from last 
date of attendance. Any hours earned by an apprentice that 
are more than three years old are considered by the depart- 
ment to be expired and will not be considered valid towards 
initial licensure. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 13-24-042,

WAC 308-20-107 Use and training of instructor- 
trainees. (1) Instructor-trainees shall be supervised at all 
times by a licensed instructor. The licensed instructor shall be 
physically present where the instructor-trainee is working 
and be available for consultation with the instructor-trainee. 
The instructor-trainee may not act as a substitute for the 
licensed instructor. 

(2) Instructor-trainees shall hold a current Washington 
state cosmetology, hair design, barber, manicurist, estheti- 
cian, or master esthetician license in good standing prior to 
enrolling in an instructor-trainee program. A copy of the 
instructor-trainee's valid Washington state operator license 
shall be kept in the student's file. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 16-02-033, 
filed 12/29/15, effective 1/29/16) 


WAC 308-20-110 Minimum safety and sanitation 
standards for schools, cosmetologists, hair designers, 
manicurists, estheticians, master estheticians, barbers, 
instructors, salons/shops, mobile units and personal ser- 
vices. Every licensee shall maintain the following safety and 
sanitation standards. In addition, school instructors and 
apprentice trainers must assure persons training in a school or 
apprentice salon/shop will adhere to the following safety, 
sanitation and disinfection standards: 

(1) Requirements and standards. 

(a) All locations where chemical services are provided to 
clients must have a dispensing sink with hot and cold running 
water. Dispensing sinks are used for mixing chemicals, and 
disinfecting supplies, tools, equipment, and other materials. 
Dispensing sinks must be labeled "not for public use." 

(b) On-site laundry facilities must be maintained in clean 
condition. 

(c) Single-use hand soap and disposable or single-use 
hand-drying towels for customers must be provided. 

(d) Use of bar soap or a common towel is prohibited. 

(e) A licensee must not perform or continue services on 
a client with visible open sores, inflamed skin, rash, or para- 
sitic infestations. 

(f) No licensee who knowingly has open sores, or who is 
exhibiting symptoms of an infectious or contagious disease 
or a disorder of the skin or a parasitic infestation shall provide 
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services in cosmetology, hair design, manicuring, barbering, 
esthetics, or master esthetics while the licensee has the above 
mentioned symptoms. 

If a licensee or a client has exhibited the symptoms men- 
tioned in (e) and (f) of this subsection, the area in which the 
affected individual received or provided services, and all 
equipment and implements that could have possibly been 
touched by that individual shall be cleaned and disinfected, 
including the work and waiting areas. 

(g) All liquids, creams, and other cosmetic preparations 
including paraffin wax and depilatory wax must be kept in 
clean and closed containers. 

(h) All bottles and containers must be distinctly and cor- 
rectly labeled to disclose their contents. All bottles and con- 
tainers containing poisonous substances must be additionally 
and distinctly marked as such. 

(i) Items subject to possible cross contamination such as 
liquids, creams and lotions, cosmetic preparations and chem- 
icals including paraffin wax and depilatory wax must be dis- 
pensed in a way that does not contaminate the remaining por- 
tion by using a disposable, or ((sanitized)) cleaned and disin- 
fected applicator. Applicators shall not be redipped in 
product. Liquids must be dispensed with a squeeze bottle, 
pump, or spray. Any product that cannot be disinfected that 
comes in contact with the client shall be discarded after use 
on that particular client. 

(j) Pencil cosmetics must be sharpened before each use. 
Clean and disinfect or dispose of the sharpener after service 
on each client. 

(k) A licensee must thoroughly wash his or her hands 
with soap and warm water or any equally effective cleansing 
agent immediately before providing services to each client, 
before checking a student's work on a client, or after smok- 
ing, eating, or using the restroom. 

(1) A client's skin upon which services will be performed 
must be washed with soap and warm water or wiped and/or 
sprayed with antiseptic or waterless hand cleanser approved 
for use on skin before a service. 

(m) After service on each client, hair and nail clippings 
must immediately be placed in a closed covered waste con- 
tainer. 

(2) Articles in contact with a client. 

(a) A neck strip or towel must be placed around the cli- 
ent's neck to prevent direct contact between a multiple use 
haircloth or cape and the client's skin, and must be in place 
during entire service. 

(b) All items, which come in direct contact with the cli- 
ent's skin that do not require disinfecting, must be discarded 
after each use. 

(3) Materials in contact with a client. 

(a) Paraffin wax and depilatory wax must be covered in 
a manner to prevent contamination except during the waxing 
service, and maintained at a temperature specified by the 
manufacturer's directions. 

(b) Paraffin wax and depilatory wax must be dispensed 
in a way that does not contaminate the remaining portion by 
using one of the following methods: 

(i) Use a new spatula each time wax is removed from the 
pot; 

(ii) Apply wax directly onto a disposable strip; 
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(iii) Use one dedicated spatula to remove wax from the 
pot, and then spread the wax with a second spatula. The first 
spatula should never come in contact with either the client's 
skin or the second spatula; or 

(iv) Separate a quantity of wax from the main wax pot to 
use on a single client; this quantity should be placed in a 
small single-use container. Double-dipping is allowed from a 
single client-use container. 

(c) All used wax that has been in contact with a client's 
skin shall not be reused under any circumstances and shall be 
disposed of immediately after each use. 

(d) All wax pots shall be cleaned and disinfected accord- 
ing to manufacturer's directions. No applicators shall be left 
standing in wax at any time. 

(4) Chemical use and storage. 

(a) When administering services to a client that involve 
the use of chemicals or chemical compounds, all licensees 
must follow safety procedures according to manufacturer's 
directions or safety data sheets (SDSs), to prevent injury to 
the client's person or clothing. 

(b) Salon shops, personal service, mobile units and 
schools shall have in the immediate working area access to all 
safety data sheets (SDSs) provided by manufacturers for any 
chemical products used. 

(c) Flammable chemicals must be stored away from 
potential sources of ignition. 

(d) Chemicals which could interact in a hazardous man- 
ner such as oxidizers, catalysts, and solvents, must be stored 
per manufacturer's instruction. 

(e) Licensees using chemicals or chemical compounds 
when providing services to clients must store the chemicals 
so as to prevent fire, explosion, or bodily harm. All chemicals 
must be stored in accordance with the manufacturer's direc- 
tions. 

(5) Refuse and waste material. 

(a) All waste must be deposited in a covered waste dis- 
posal container. Containers located in the reception or office 
area, which do not contain waste relating to the performance 
of services, are exempt from having covers. 

(b) All chemical, flammable, toxic or otherwise harmful 
waste material must be disposed of in the manner required by 
local hazardous waste management regulations. 

(c) All waste containers must be emptied when full. Sur- 
faces of waste disposal containers must be kept clean. 

(d) Any disposable sharp objects that come in contact 
with blood or other body fluids must be disposed of in a seal- 
able rigid (puncture proof) labeled container that is strong 
enough to protect the licensee, client and others from acci- 
dental cuts or puncture wounds that could happen during the 
disposal process. 

(e) Licensees must have sealable rigid containers avail- 
able for use at all times services are being performed. 

(6) Sanitation/disinfecting. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) approved disinfectants are indicated by their 
registration number on the product label. The product's man- 
ufacturer's directions for use shall always be followed. 

(a) All tools and implements must be cleaned and disin- 
fected or disposed of after service on each client. Tools and 
implements not approved for disinfection and reuse under 
manufacturers’ specifications must be given to the client or 
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discarded after service on each client. These tools and imple- 
ments include, but are not limited to: Nail files, cosmetic 
make-up sponges, buffer blocks, sanding bands, toe separa- 
tors or sleeves, orangewood sticks, and disposable nail bits. 
Presence of used articles in the work area will be considered 
prima facie evidence of reuse. 

(b) When used according to the manufacturer's direc- 
tions, each of the following is an approved method of disin- 
fecting tools and implements after they are cleaned of debris: 

(i) Complete immersion or spray with an EPA-registered 
disinfectant solution of the object(s) or portion(s) thereof to 
be disinfected; or 

(ii) Steam sterilizer, registered and listed with the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration; or 

(iii) Dry heat sterilizer, registered and listed with the 
U.S. Food and Drug Administration, or Canadian certifica- 
tion. 

(c) All cleaned and disinfected tools and implements 
must be stored in a closed nonairtight container or UV steril- 
izer. UV sterilizers shall be used only for clean storage of 
already cleaned and disinfected tools and implements. 

(d) All disinfecting solutions and/or agents must be kept 
at manufacturer recommended strengths to maintain effec- 
tiveness, be free from foreign material and be available for 
immediate use at all times the location is open for business 
and changed daily. 

(e) All articles, which come in direct contact with the cli- 
ent's skin that cannot be cleaned and disinfected, must be dis- 
posed of in a waste receptacle immediately after service on 
each client. Presence of these articles in the work area will be 
considered prima facie evidence of reuse. 

(f) Disposable protective gloves must be disposed of 
after service on each client. 

(7) Disinfecting nonelectrical tools and implements. 

(a) All tools and implements used within a field of prac- 
tice must be cleaned and disinfected after service on each cli- 
ent in the following order: 

(i) Remove all hair and/or foreign material; 

(ii) Clean thoroughly with soap or detergent and water; 

(iii) Rinse thoroughly with clear, clean water; and 

(iv) Disinfect with an EPA-registered disinfectant with 
demonstrated bactericidal, fungicidal, and virucidal activity, 
used according to manufacturer's directions or in a steam 
sterilizer or dry heat sterilizer under subsection (6)(b)(ii) and 
(iii) of this section. 

(b) Tools and implements without sharp edges or points, 
including but not limited to combs, brushes, rollers, rods, 
etc., must be totally immersed in an EPA registered disinfec- 
tant according to manufacturer's directions. 

(c) Clips or other tools and instruments must not be 
placed in mouths, clothing, pockets or ((awasantized)) 
unclean holders. 

(d) A client's personal tools and instruments must not be 
used in the establishment except when prescribed by a physi- 
cian. 

(8) Disinfecting electrical tools and implements. Elec- 
trical tools and implements must be disinfected after service 
on each client in the following order: 

(a) Remove hair and/or foreign matter; 
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(b) Disinfect with an EPA disinfectant specifically made 
for electrical tools and implements. 

(9) Storage of tools and implements. 

(a) New and/or cleaned and disinfected tools and imple- 
ments must be stored separately from all other items. 

(b) Used tools and implements must be stored in a 
labeled drawer or container at the work station. 

(c) Roller storage receptacles and contents must be 
cleaned and disinfected and free of foreign material. 

(d) Storage cabinets, work stations and storage drawers 
for cleaned and disinfected tools and implements must be 
free of debris and used only for cleaned and disinfected tools 
and implements. 

(10) Cleaning and disinfecting foot spas. 

(a) As used in this section, "foot spa" or "spa" is defined 
as any basin using circulating water. 

(b) After each client: 

(i) Drain the water from the foot spa basin and remove 
any visible debris; 

(ii) Clean the surfaces of the foot spa with soap or deter- 
gent, rinse with clean water and drain; 

(iii) Disinfect the surface with an EPA registered disin- 
fectant according to the manufacturer's directions on the 
label. Surfaces must remain wet with disinfectant for ten min- 
utes or the time stated on the label. 

(c) Nightly: 

(i) For whirlpool foot spas, air-jet basins, "pipeless" foot 
spas and other circulating spas: 

(A) Drain the water from the foot spa basin or bowl and 
remove any visible debris. 

(B) Clean the surfaces of the foot spa with soap or deter- 
gent, rinse with clean water and drain. 

(C) Disinfect - Fill the basin with clean water, adding the 
appropriate amount of EPA registered disinfectant. Turn the 
unit on to circulate the disinfectant for the entire contact time 
according to the manufacturer's directions on the label. 

(D) Drain and rinse the basin with clean water and 
allow to air dry. 

(ii) For foot spas with filter screens, inlet jets and other 
removable parts that require special attention during the dis- 
infecting process. 

(A) Drain the water from the foot spa basin and remove 
any visible debris. 

(B) Remove the filter screen, inlet jets and all other 
removable parts from the basin and clean out any debris 
trapped behind or in them. 

(C) Scrub the removable parts using a brush and soap or 
detergent. 

(D) Rinse the removed parts with clean water and 
replace them in the basin. 

(E) Clean the surfaces of the foot spa with soap or deter- 
gent, rinse with clean water and drain. 

(F) Disinfect - Fill the basin with clean water, adding the 
appropriate amount of EPA registered disinfectant. Turn the 
unit on to circulate the disinfectant for the entire contact time 
according to the manufacturer's directions on the label. 

(G) Drain and rinse the basin with clean water and 
allow to air dry. 

(d) A record must be made of the date and time of each 
cleaning and disinfecting as required by (c) and (d) of this 
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subsection. This record must be made at the time of cleaning 
and disinfecting. Cleaning and disinfecting records must be 
made available upon request by either a client or a depart- 
ment representative. 

(e) For simple basins and reusable liners (no circulation): 

(i) Drain the basin and remove any visible debris. 

(ii) Scrub the basin with a clean brush and soap or deter- 
gent following manufacturer's directions. 

(iii) Rinse the basin with clean water and drain. 

(iv) Disinfect basin surfaces with an EPA registered dis- 
infectant following manufacturer's directions. Surfaces must 
remain wet with disinfectant for ten minutes or the contact 
time stated on the label. 

(v) Drain and rinse the basin with clean water and allow 
to air dry. 

(11) Headrests, shampoo bowls, and treatment tables. 

(a) The headrest of chairs must be cleaned and disin- 
fected after service on each client. 

(b) Shampoo trays and bowls must be cleaned and disin- 
fected after each shampoo, kept in good repair and in a clean 
condition at all times. 

(c) All treatment tables must be cleaned, disinfected and 
covered with clean linens or examination paper, which must 
be changed after each service on a client. 

(12) Walls, floors, and ceilings. Walls, floors, and ceil- 
ings must be cleaned and disinfected as necessary and kept 
clean and free of excessive spots, mildew, condensation, or 
peeling paint. 

(13) Towels, linens, capes and robes. No towels, linens, 
capes, or robes shall be used more than once without proper 
laundering as described in this section. 

(14) All towels, linens, capes, robes, and similar items 
shall be laundered in a washing machine with laundry deter- 
gent and chlorine bleach used according to manufacturer's 
directions for disinfecting purposes. A closed dustproof cab- 
inet with solid sides and a top shall be provided for cleaned 
towels, linens, capes and robes. A hamper with solid sides or 
a receptacle that is closed and ventilated shall be provided for 
all soiled cloth towels, linens, capes and robes and never left 
overnight. 

(15) Prohibited hazardous substances - Use of prod- 
ucts. No establishment or school may have on the premises 
cosmetic products containing hazardous substances which 
have been banned by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration 
for use in cosmetic products. Use of 100% liquid methyl 
methacrylate monomer and methylene chloride products are 
prohibited. No product must be used in a manner that is dis- 
approved by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration. 

(16) Prohibited instruments or practices. Any razor- 
edged tool, which is designed to remove calluses. 

(17) Blood spills. If there is a blood spill or exposure to 
other body fluids during a service, licensees and students 
must stop and proceed in the following order: 

(a) Stop service; 

(b) Put on gloves; 

(c) Clean the wound with an antiseptic solution; 

(d) Cover the wound with a sterile bandage; 

(e) If the wound is on a licensee hand in an area that can 
be covered by a glove or finger cover, the licensee must wear 
a clean, fluid proof protective glove or finger cover. If the 
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wound is on the client, the licensee providing service to the 
client must wear gloves on both hands; 

(f) Discard all contaminated objects. Contaminated 
objects shall be placed in a sealed plastic bag and that bag 
must be placed inside another plastic bag and discarded; 

(g) All equipment, tools and instruments that have come 
into contact with blood or other body fluids must be cleaned 
and disinfected or discarded; 

(h) Remove gloves; and 

(i) Wash hands with soap and water before returning to 
the service. 

(18) First-aid kit. The establishment must have a first- 
aid kit that contains at a minimum: 

e Small bandages; 

e Gauze; 

e Antiseptic; and 

e A blood spill kit that contains: 

- Disposable bags; 

- Gloves. 

(19) Restroom. 

(a) All locations must have a restroom available. The 
restroom must be located on the premises or in adjoining 
premises, which is reasonably accessible. 

(b) All restrooms located on the premises must be kept 
clean and in proper working order at all times. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 13-24-042,

WAC 308-20-115 Reciprocity—Persons licensed in 
other jurisdictions. The department shall issue a license to 
any person who is properly licensed in any state, territory, or 
possession of the United States, or foreign country if the 
applicant submits: 

(1) Application; 

(2) Fee; 

(3) Proof that he or she is currently licensed in good 
standing as a cosmetologist, hair designer, barber, manicurist, 
esthetician, master esthetician, instructor, or the equivalent in 
that jurisdiction; 

(4) Provides proof that he or she has passed an examina- 
tion approved by the director. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 13-24-042, 
filed 11/26/13, effective 1/1/14) 


WAC 308-20-120 Written and performance exam- 
inations. (1) The department shall administer or approve the 
administration of a written and performance license examina- 
tion. The department may approve written or performance 
examinations given by department-approved examination 
providers. 

(2) The written and performance examinations for cos- 
metologist, hair design, barber, manicurist, esthetician, and 
master esthetician shall reasonably measure the applicant's 
knowledge of safe and sanitary practice. 

(3) The written and performance examinations for 
instructors shall be constructed to measure the applicant's 
knowledge of lesson planning and teaching techniques. 
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(4) In order to be eligible for licensure, a license appli- 
cant must pass both the written and performance examina- 
tions in the practice for which they are applying. 

(5) The minimum passing score for both the written and 
performance examinations in all practices is a scaled score of 
75. 

(6) Examination results expire three years from the date 
of the examination. Examination results that are more than 
three years old are considered by the department to be 
expired and will not be considered valid towards initial licen- 
sure. 


AMENDATORY SECTION (Amending WSR 03-14-046,

WAC 308-20-520 Minimum salon/shop, mobile unit, 
and personal services licensing standards. No person shall 
operate a cosmetology, hair design, barbering, esthetics, mas- 
ter esthetics, or manicuring salon/shop, mobile unit, or per- 
sonal services business in this state unless the business has 
qualified for and has in their possession a location license 
issued by the department of licensing. If the ownership of the 
business changes, a new complete application must be sub- 
mitted for approval and license issuance. Licenses are not 
transferable. 

(1) An operator that leases space must obtain both a valid 
operator and salon/shop license for that specific location. 

(2) A business that has one or more branch locations 
shall obtain a separate salon/shop license for each location. 

(3) A licensed operator who provides cosmetology, hair 
design, barbering, esthetics, master esthetics, or manicuring 
services to place-bound clients in the client's home or in a 
long or short term health care facility is not required to obtain 
a location license. 

(4) A long or short term health care facility that estab- 
lishes a salon/shop and operates it on a for profit basis for cli- 
ents other than place-bound clients shall obtain a location 
license.

(6) Sample of all monthly student reports. 

(7) Listing of all instructors including license number 
and expiration date.

(9) The school must furnish proof that they provide lia- 
bility coverage for students. 

(10) Days and hours of operation of the school. 

(11) A signed fire inspection report from the local fire 
authority indicating all standards and requirements have been 
met. 

(12) Schools must design and implement programs 
required under WAC 308-20-080 to include content, dura- 
tion, appropriate entrance criteria, instructional materials, 
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staff, equipment and facilities to prepare students for the pro- 
gram's occupational objectives. 

(13) The school must submit an exact floor plan of the 
physical location which:

(i) The supplement or correction sheet must include its 
publication date; 

(ii) In the event information on a supplement or correc- 
tion sheet replaces information contained in the catalog, the 
insert must identify the information it replaces. 

(2) An enrollment agreement/contract is any agreement 
that creates a binding obligation to purchase a course of 
instruction from a school. Each school must use an enroll- 
ment contract or agreement that includes: 

(a) The school's cancellation and refund policy, in accor- 
dance with chapter 308-20 WAC. 

(b) The following statement: This school is licensed 
under chapter 18.16 RCW.

(d) The school must provide all students with a copy of 
the signed enrollment agreement, and any other documents 
related to their enrollment.

WAC 220-312-060 Freshwater exceptions to state- 
wide rules—Columbia. The following exceptions to state- 
wide rules apply to the Columbia River, including impound- 
ments and all connecting sloughs, except Wells Ponds: 

(1) General Columbia River rules: 

(a) In the concurrent waters of the Columbia River 
between Washington and Oregon, the license of either state is 
valid when fishing from a vessel. 

(i) Anglers must comply with the fishing regulations of 
the state in which they are fishing. 

(ii) This subsection does not allow an angler licensed in 
Oregon to fish on the Washington shore, or in the sloughs or 
tributaries in Washington except as otherwise provided by 
department rule. 

(iii) Anglers fishing the Columbia River are restricted to 
one limit, as defined by the laws of the state in which they are 
fishing, even if they are licensed by both states. 

(b) It is unlawful to possess in the field salmon or steel- 
head mutilated so that size, species, or fin clip cannot be 
determined until the angler has reached their automobile or 
principal means of land transportation and completed his or 
her daily angling. 

(c) Salmon and trout handling rules provided in WAC 
220-56-118 apply to the Columbia River, except from Febru- 
ary 15 through June 15 in the mainstem Columbia from the 
Rocky Point/Tongue Point line upstream to the Washington- 
Oregon border where WAC 220-56-118 applies only to 
anglers fishing from vessels less than 30 feet in length (as 
substantiated by Coast Guard documentation or Marine 
Board registration). 

(d) From Buoy 10 to the Washington/Oregon border: 

(i) From March 1 through May 15, the mainstem Colum- 
bia River is open for retention of adipose fin-clipped steel- 
head and shad only during days and in areas that are open for 
the retention of adipose fin-clipped spring Chinook salmon.

(B) Are evaluated annually using the revised evaluative

Reasons Supporting Proposal: The department has 
reviewed all relevant data pertaining to the population status 
of loggerhead sea turtle and yellow-billed cuckoo in Wash- 
ington. 

Loggerhead sea turtles in Washington are part of the 
North Pacific population, which migrate from nesting sites 
near Japan to waters off the west coast of North America. 
Loggerhead sea turtles are rarely seen in Washington. The 
North Pacific population of loggerhead sea turtles declined 
substantially in the last half of the 20th century. Threats to 
these turtles include harvest by humans, incidental capture in 
fisheries, and damage to nesting habitat. 

Just twenty sightings of yellow-billed cuckoos have been 
documented in Washington since the 1950s and were likely 
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nonbreeding vagrants or migrants, indicating that cuckoos 
are now functionally extirpated in the state. Nevertheless, due 
to a lack of surveys and the presence [of] potential habitat in 
Washington, the possibility exists that this species may occa- 
sionally breed in the state and that these rare breeders are yet 
to be discovered. 

The greatest threats to western yellow-billed cuckoos is 
the loss or degradation of riparian habitats caused by dam 
construction, flood control practices, commercial and resi- 
dential development, changes in farming and ranching prac- 
tices, and nonnative plant invasions. Agricultural pesticide 
use, which may affect prey abundance as well as the birds' 
health, is a potential additional threat.

070 Big game and wild turkey auction, raffle, and special 
incentive permits, this rule codifies the locations, restric- 
tions, and legal bag limit for auction, raffle and special incen- 
tive permits.

(a) Hunt Area: Eastern Washington EXCEPT GMUs 157, 
334, and those GMUs closed to elk hunting or closed to

(27) DEER INCENTIVE PERMITS 

(a) Hunt Area: Statewide, for use in any area open to 
general or permit hunting seasons EXCEPT GMUs 157, 418, 
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485, 522, and those GMUs closed to deer hunting by the fish 
and wildlife commission. 

(b) Season dates: September | - December 31 

(c) Weapon: Any legal weapon, EXCEPT hunters must 
use archery equipment during archery seasons and muzzle- 
loader equipment during muzzleloader seasons and any legal 
weapon at other times if there are no firearm restrictions. 

(d) Bag limit: One additional any deer. 

(e) Number of permit hunters selected: 5 


PERMIT ISSUANCE PROCEDURE 


(28) Auction permits: The director will select a conser- 
vation organization(s) to conduct annual auction(s). Selection 
of the conservation organizations will be based on criteria 
adopted by the Washington department of fish and wildlife. 
Big game and wild turkey auctions shall be conducted consis- 
tent with WAC 220-412-060. 

(29) Raffle permits: Raffle permits will be issued to indi- 
viduals selected through a Washington department of fish 
and wildlife drawing or the director may select a conserva- 
tion organization(s) to conduct annual raffles. Selection of a 
conservation organization will be based on criteria adopted 
by the Washington department of fish and wildlife. Big game 
and wild turkey raffles shall be conducted consistent with 
WAC 220-412-040. 

(30) Special incentive permits: Hunters will be entered 
into a drawing for special deer and elk incentive permits for 
prompt reporting of hunting activity in compliance with 
WAC 220-413-100. 

(31) For permit hunts where the permittee may harvest 
multiple species, the permittee must select the species he/she 
wants to hunt within fourteen days of notification of being 
selected. 


QUALIFICATIONS FOR PARTICIPATION AND REQUIRE- 
MENTS: 


(32) Permittees shall contact the appropriate regional 
office of the department of fish and wildlife when entering 
the designated hunt area or entering the region to hunt outside 
the general season. 

(33) The permittee may be accompanied by others; how- 
ever, only the permittee is allowed to carry a legal weapon or 
harvest an animal. 

(34) Any attempt by members of the permittee's party to 
herd or drive wildlife is prohibited. 

(35) If requested by the department, the permittee is 
required to direct department officials to the site of the kill. 

(36) The permit is valid during the hunting season dates 
for the year issued. 

(37) The permittee will present the head and carcass of 
the bighorn sheep killed to any department office within sev- 
enty-two hours of date of kill. 

(38) The permittee must abide by all local, state, and fed- 
eral regulations including firearm restriction areas and area 
closures. 

(39) Hunters awarded the special incentive permit will 
be required to send the appropriate license fee to the depart- 
ment of fish and wildlife headquarters in Olympia. The 
department will issue the license and transport tag and send it 
to the special incentive permit winner.

WAC 220-413-200 Reducing the spread of hoof dis- 
ease—Unlawful transport of elk hooves. (1) It is unlawful 
to transport the hooves of harvested elk beyond the site where 
the animal was killed in Game Management Units 407, 418 
437, 501 through 564, 633, 636 and 642 through 699, except 
when specifically authorized by the department or when act- 
ing as an agent of the department in the limited capacity of 
cooperating with research or management actions regarding 
hoof disease as directed by the department. 

(2) Violation of this section is an infraction under RCW 
77.15.160 Infractions.
